Chattanooga, Ten. — John T. Cantrlll 


president; of . .the Chattanooga Bar as- 
sociation. has issued a personal state- 
ment in which he says that the Ten- 
nessee anti-evolution law Is "narrow 
in its scope and does not prohibit the 
'teaching of evolution, as is generally 
supposed'." He said: 


"I do not believe and I do not think 


that lawyers generally believe that 
Professor John T. Scopes or any other 
Tennessee teacher has actually violat- 
ed the act by affirmatively teaching 
that 'man has descended from a lower 
order of- animal. Any teacher may 
teach that there was no divine crea- 
tion or anything, that everything in 
nature happened by consequence and 
that the Bible teaching on every sub- 
ject is false from Genesis to. Revela- 
tion, and he will not violate the law 
•unless he also affirmatively teaches 
'that man has descended; from a lower 
order of animals.' 


"Before we went to Xew York to 


consult the American Civil Liberties 
ass6ciation people. Scopes was quoted 
as saying: 'Evolution does not teach 
that man sprang from a monkey,' and 
it was said that Scopes had not gone 
so* far -as to teach .that man has de 
scended from a lower form of ani- 
mals and had not really -violated' the 
law." 


Mr. Cantrill points out that the leg- 


islature assumed that to teach "that 
man is descended from a lower order 
of animal" would" amount to a denial 
of the story of the divine creation of 
man as taught In the Bible. Therefore 
in the last analysis the one and only 
thing that is made unlawful* is the 
teaching in tax 
supported 
schools, 


that man is descended from a lower 
form of animal.

for war in itself. 


"These enmities arise from no such 


thing, but'from jec.lousne?s and fears 
from which America is free—if she is 
free not owing to • her own superior 
righteousness but simply through his- 
torical and geographical accidents." 


The paper contends that any -Amer- 


ican statesman prescribing for Eu- 
rope, ought first to master these facts 
and the symptoms of her case.

Consider another example. The Cali- t 


fornia legislature has just adjourned. 
Probably its record does not differ much 
from that of other legislatures. It passed 
1001 new laws. 


About a hundred of them went through 


during the main body of the session and 
were signed or vetoed—mostly vetoed— 
by the governor. 
The rest were rushed 


through in the final days and passed to 
the governor, who now has 30 days in 
which to sign or ''pocket veto'5 them, 
without any appeal from his decision to 
either the legislature or the people. 


He has announced that he will veto 


most of them, and will hold the presump- 
tions against all of them. 
He will re- 


quire no positive objections to a bill to 
veto it. but will demand a very positive 
showing for it to sign it. 


This is not a ne\v policy or a personal 


peculiarity of "the present governor. All' 
his predecessors, for at least a genera- 
tion, have done the same thing, with the 
full sanction of the legislature and of the 
peo'ple- The legislators themselves would 
be in a panic, and the people horrified, if 
there were any' expectation that the mere 
fact that a bill passed the legislature as- 
sured its becoming a law. 


THE HEALTH VALUE OF HOXEST SWEAT 
A great many persons who have or who imagine 


they have some form of "blood poisoning" (whether 
this term means syphilis or other disease I ncar^iy 
know) cherish a complacent belief that if they 
can go for a sojourn at some resort where hot baths 
"throw off" much more of the real or imaginary 
or sweat baths may be had. they can by such means 
"poison" from their blood, through the fancied 
excretory activity of the skin. 
As 
physiology 


teaches, however, the skin performs no such office, 
in health or in sickness, and practically all these 
earnest valetudinarians "throw off" through their 
frenzied sweating is a mixture of salt and water, 
little salt and much water. But the open air life, 
the walking or other unwonted daily exercise, the 
good medical treatment often available in such re- 
sorts, all combine to benefit most of the patrons, 
and so the graduates of the courses return home 
with the complacent belief in "natural methods" 
intact, and ready to go for another course of baths 
next season. 


There is a popular misapprehension, shared by 


some poorlv educated physicians, that one runs 
some risk of harm if one suddenly checks sweating 
by going out in the cold, for instance, or by plung- 
ing'into cold water for a swim immediately after 
a profuse sweating. 
The implication, not always 


frankly owned nowadays, is that one "takes cold" 
ih this way. 
The explanation sometimes offered 


by "authorities" who are somewhat short en physi- 
ology, is that the sudden checking of the sweat m 
this way causes retention of waste matter of some 
kind, and that hypothetical waste matter or pois- 
on produces the alleged "cold " Of course this is 
pure hokum, even though old fogy physicians and 
half baked health officers sometimes indorse the 
idea. 
\ 


This is the truth of the matter. 
If one gets 


thoroughly warmed up by natural means, that is. 
br work, play or exercise, any sudden chilling is 
likely to cause soreness, lameness fcr stiffness of 
the muscles and fascia' of the area chilled, and it 
doesn't make any difference whether one is sweat- 
ing much or little or whether the 
sweating 
is 


checked or not, for the lactic acid and the car- 
bonic "acid and other organic acid waste material 
formed when musaC.es work is contained in the 
blood within the blood vessels and is carried away 
through the circulation, to be; eliminated through 
the lungs and kidneys, not through the sweat The 
sudden chilling may so retard the circulation in the 
and fascia, and that causes the soreness or lame- 
muscles and fascia concerned, as to leave an excess 
of the waste matter of acid character in Hie muscle 
ness. On the other hand, if one gets up a sweat 
by artificial means, as by hot baths or a sweat 
bath of any description, there is no harm what- 
e\er in suddenly checking that sweating at any 
moment, for no excessive oxidation or combustion 
of tissue takes place in the course of a passive 
sweat and therefore there is nothing to be left in 
the muscles or in the body that was not there be 
fore the chilling To imagine that in some myster> 
lous way this sudden checking of a passive sweat 
can bring on any disease which masquerades un- 
der the nickname of "a cold" is just plumb non- 
sense ' 


Sweating from exercise is healthful, not because 


it carries any waste matter or poisons out of the 
body, but simply because it is a good index of the 
coing on in the body, and the oxidation burns up 
increased metabolism, the more vigorous oxidation 
toxic or poisonous material which might harm the 
body if not so destroyed.
